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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stark et 
al., (French pub. No. 2,659,795). 

Regarding claim 1, Stark et al., discloses An electric incandescent lamp 
comprising a light-transmitting envelope provided with an infrared-reflecting layer, the 
envelope having a longitudinal axis, the lamp furthermore comprising a luminous 
member having two substantially parallel portions that are positioned substantially 
parallel to said longitudinal axis, characterized in that, in a sectional view perpendicular 
to said longitudinal axis, said envelope has substantially an elliptical shape with said two 
portions of the luminous member in respective focal points of said elliptical shape (Page 
2, 3 rd paragraph; page 3, 2 nd paragraph; fig. 1 ). 

Regarding claim 2, Stark et al., further discloses that the lamp is an electric 
incandescent halogen lamp (Page 2, 3 rd paragraph). 

Regarding claim 3, Stark et al., discloses that the luminous member of the 
incandescent lamp is substantially U-shaped, and both limbs of the U-shape are 
positioned parallel to said longitudinal axis (Page 3, 2 nd paragraph; fig 1). 
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Regarding claim 4, Stark et al., discloses that the ends of the limbs are 
connected to external electrical contacts (Page 6, 5 th paragraph; page 7, 2 nd paragraph; 

fig 1). 

Regarding claim 5, Stark et al., discloses that the luminous member of the 
incandescent lamp is supported by a support element (fig. 1 ; page 7, 2 nd paragraph). 

Regarding claim 6, Stark et al., discloses that the luminous member of the 
incandescent lamp is a coiled filament (fig. 1 ; page 8, 3 rd paragraph). 

Regarding claim 7, Stark et al., discloses that the luminous member of the 
incandescent lamp is a coiled-coil filament (fig. 1). 

Regarding claim 8, Stark et al., discloses that the lamp has two envelopes, an 
inner envelope and an outer envelope, one of the envelopes being provided with the 
infrared-reflecting layer with the elliptical shape (Page 2, 3 rd paragraph; page 6, 5 th 
paragraph). 

Regarding claim 9, Stark et al., further discloses that the outer envelope of the 
incandescent lamp is provided with the infrared-reflecting layer (page 2, 3 rd paragraph). 

Regarding claim 10, Stark et al., discloses that the infrared-reflecting layer is 
applied to the inner wall of the envelope (Page 6, 5 th paragraph). 

Conclusion
